South Korean Ambassador 
Yiu Tai Ha warned Japan yes- 
terday that Seoul would prevent 
Japan from sending Korean resi- 
dents here to Communist occu- 


pied North Korea, even if it had 
to resort to force. 


The warning was delivered 
to Renzo Sawada, chief Japa- 
nese delegate to the suspended 
Japan-Republic of Korea nego- 
tiations, during a meeting at 
the Foreign Office. 


Yiu called on Sawada to ob- 
ject to the reported Japanese 
lan to make concessions to the 
orth Koreans in the deadlock- 
ed Geneva talks on repatriation. 


The report said that in order 
to break the deadlock the Japa- 
nese would make concessions 
on several points but would not 
deviate from the basic line of 
having the International Red 
Cross Committee (CICR) par- 
ticipate in the repatriation pro- 
gram. 

The attitude of the Japanese 
Government, Yiu said, confiicts 
with its Feb. 13 note verbale 
to Seoul and the March 4 note 
of Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama, 

He said it was “hard to under- 
stand” why the Japanese yield- 
ed to Communist pressure. If 
Japan continued such a stand, 
he thought all conferences be- 


As for the repatriation of 


Korean residents to North Ko-| N 


rea, Yiu said his Government 
intended to “check it by force,” 
if such a step became necessary. 
If this ever happens, he added, 
the responsibility would lie with 
the Japanese Government. 

Sawada retorted that the 
Japanese Government's attitude 
did not differ from the basic 
policy approved by the Cabinet 
meeting of Feb. 14 but only 
made it a little flexible. 

The Japanese Government 
has not changed its original 
stand that the Japan-ROK talks 
and the _ repatriation issue 
should be treated separately, 
Sawada told Yiu, and said he 
hoped to make efforts to reopen 
the suspended over-all talks 
with South Korea. 


Socialists Query 
Government Again 


The Opposition Socialist

According to the Japanese 
plan, “grievances” may be pre- 
sented when (1) Koreag appll- 
cants for repatriation change 
their mind and seek to with- 
draw their applications, and (2) 
when third persons oppose 
their repatriation. 


Japan has insisted that repa- 
triates and their relatives and 


to file such grievances, while 
North Korea has contended that 
the right to air grievances be 
limited to the repatriates. The 
orth Korean side bases its 
contention on the possibility 
that inclusion of third persons 
among the complainants will 
enable pro-South Korea parties 
to block the repatriation. 


As for methods of handling 
the grievances, Japan has pro- 
posed that a Japan Red Cross 
“grievances machinery” be set 
up in each prefecture or at each 
port of embarkation for arbitra- 
tion. Japan has further pro- 
posed that in case settlement 
cannot be made on this level, 
the grievances be referred to the 
CICR for final arbitration. 

But North Korea has rejected 
the Japanese proposal on the 
ground that it was tantamount 
to “screening” of repatriates, 

Tadatsugu Shimazu, president

was confident a satisfactory solu- 
tion could be worked out as long 
as the Red Cross representatives 
of Japan and North Korea re 
mained faithful to their mission.

IOC Expels Taipei, 


Opens Door to Mao 


MUNICH (UPI)—The Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee (IOC) 
Thursday expelled the National- 
ist Chinese Olympic Committee 
from the Olympic movement on 
grounds that it no longer rep- 
resents “sports in the entire 
country of China.” 


The move paved the way to 
readmission of Communist 
China, which quit the IOC in 
a huff earlier this year because 
of the continued recognition of 
the Nationalist Chinese by the 
oc. 


Nationalist China, IOC Presi- 
dent Avery Brundage  an- 
nounced, was expelled “almost 
Unanimously” by the members 
of the 10C holding their annual 
congress here. Expulsion had 
been formally requested by the 
Soviet Union. 


The IOC, however, told the 
Nationalist Chinese Olympic 
Committee that it may request 
admission as representative “of 


Taiwan” at a later date. 

The expulsion of Nationalist 
China was made in the form of 
a resolution in which the IOC 
“notified the Olympic Commit- 
tee in Taiwan that it cannot be 
recognized any longer as the 
Chinese Olympic Committee un- 
der that name because it does 
not control sports in the entire 
country of China.” 

The resolution added: “If a 
new application for recognition 
as the Olympic Committee of 
Taiwan is sent to our chance- 


liory, it will be considered 
there.” 

Brundage, told a con-

would make a subsequent meet- 
ing of the heads of government 
desirable and useful.”

Gromyko, smiling too, said: 
“We had a pleasant and useful 
conversation with the Pres- 
ident.” 

Lloyd said he agreed with 
Gromyko’s statement and the 
Soviet Foreign Minister added: 
“Yes, everybody's in agreement 
on this statement.” 

Only the four foreign minis- 
ters were present for the con- 
ference with the President. In- 
asmuch as all spoke English, no 
interpreters were needed. 

After the Big-Four meeting, 
Eisenhower was to be host at 
a lunch for all 13 foreign min- 
isters who came here for the 
funeral.

Uninsured Drivers 
Face Jail Terms 


Motorists failing to take out 
insurance on their vehicles face 
jail terms under a “get tough” 
policy announced yesterday by 
the Transportation Ministry. 


Ministry officials said only 
82.3 per cent of vehicle owners 
have obtained Automobile Dam- 
age Compensation Insurance, as 
required by law. 


As a result, the ministry in- 
tends to ask police authorities 
impose jail terms on offenders. 

The law provides that auto- 
mobile and motor scooter own- 
ers not carrying the required 
insurance may be fined up to 
¥30,000 or sentenced to not 
more than three years in pri- 
son. No violator has been im- 
prisoned to date. 


The ministry disclosed that 
¥2,609 million in damage claims 
was paid in fiscal 1957. Insur- 
ance premiums amounted to 
¥2,070 million. The ministry 
expects the insurance system to 
pay its own way when all mo- 
torists obtain policies.

Case History of Modern Art

PAINTINGS BY SANKO INOUE. riched by time, 
Exhibition at the Shirokiya Store, 
Nihonbashi. 


We may see an almost com- 
plete “case history” of recent 
Japanese painting in a retro 
spective show of the works of 


Sanko Inoue. Since this painter 


is in his “middie year,” the col- 
lection is not very extensive 
and the span of activity here on 
view reaches over no more than 
15 years. Yet within this short 
epan there is acted out the by 
now classic “action-and-reac- 
stion” of a thoughtful and sensi- 
tive artist in modern Japan. 

Sanko was trained in oil 
painting, in the academic man- 
ner long accepted in the Japa- 
nese art academies. The study 
of the human figure and detail- 
ed rendering of realistic bits of 
nature form a major part of 
this curriculum, su on 
a far less thorough study of Ort- 
ental brush painting. 

The general cultural educa- 
tion that runs parallel to the 
technical training, on the con- 
trary, lays far more stress on 
Oriental history and leaves the 
student with but a sketchy im- 
pression of the social forces 
that underlie the Western art 
he has acquired. 

As a result, most art students 
in Japan are left with a sense 
of “art in a vacuum,” with a 
knowledge of Western styles 
and techniques that float about 
without any linkage to history 
or society, and that may be 
picked up at random and jug- 
gied about according to a mo- 
mentary interest or caprice on 
the part of the Japanese appren- 
tice painter. Style in art is 
equated with fashion, lightly as- 
sumed and frequently changed. 

Perhaps Sanko was more 
thoughtful than any of his col- 
leagues or more deeply steeped 
in the philosophic, historic, and 
artistic traditions of his own, 
land. In the earliest work of 
this exhibition he has already 
turned back to old Japan and 


has applied his figure studies to as 
them 


es derived from the “Man- 
yoshu” anthology and Japanese 
mythology. 

The large screen dated Showa 
22 (1947) is a queer mixture of 
Japanese prehistory, painted a la 
Stuck or Bocklin; halfway 
through the artist. must have 
felt the incongruity and pro 
ceeded to scratch and “age” the 
surface, to scrape off the West- 
ern realism and to inject a 
sense of time—Oriental time. 

The oils were abandoned and 
Oriental pigments substituted. 
Since that moment Sanko has 
worked entirely with water- 
solvent mineral colors, with ink, 
or with an old method of resist 
painting that uses rice paste 
instead of the melted. wax of 
batik art. His subject matter 
became simpler, less historic- 
anecdotal, but the obsession 
with time and with the beauty 
of a weathered wall surface 


‘There are not many frescoes 
in Japan, and Sanko had to turn 
to books and reproductions of 
wall paintings in the caves of 
Lascaux, ig Egypt, in Etruria, 
and wherever time has spared 
what man delineated on a wall. 
Luckily he did not copy and did 
not try to resuscitate a style. 
He learned how to simplify 
forms to the, utmost and how to 
weave them into unity with a

As part of the “case history” 
there must be mention of the 
specific foreign influences which 
a modern Japanese artist inevi- 
tably absorbs. (We Westerners 
are always ready to accuse the 
Japanese of borrowings, with- 
out admitting that all our lead- 
ing artists, including such fig- 
ures as Rodin and are 
eclectic at their source and 
original only at the end.) In 
Sanko’s work there are echoes 
of Italian frescoes, of Picas- 
80 (of course!), of the sculpture 
of Zadkine and Henry Moore, 
and of some others. And why 
not? Can you or I think of 
art without such memory-im- 
ages? And would you have an 
artist be less observant and 
absorbent? 

Eclectic at the source, but orl- 
ginal at the end... Sanko cer- 
tainly conforms to this descrip- 
tion. His most recent work 
owes nothing to any other art- 
ist beyond that degree to which 
we all owe our bones and our 
nourishment to our ancestors 
and to our own environment. 
From his ancestors he derives 
a heavy endowment of tangible 
and elusive techniques and 
ideas; his environment causes 
him to be insatiably curious

about foreign concepts; his art- 
istic integrity allows him to 
melt these borrow in a cru- 
cible into which is also injected 
a goodly admixture of his own 
creativity. The end result is 
“abstract” in the best sense of 
that dubious word—a inting 
starting from some rhythmic 
conformation in nature and 


then creating its own small 
world of colors, shapes and 
textures. 


If this be truly a representa- 
tive “case history” of modern 
art in Tokyo, then the outlook 


for Japanese art is very good 
indeed. 


Migratory Birds 
Said Virus Carriers 

MANILA (Kyodo-Reuter)— 
Migratory birds may be the car- 
riers of viruses which strike 
thousands of people and ani- 
mals every year in all parts of 
the world, according to World 
Health Organization experts 
here. 

Scientists are now studying 
the theory that encephalitis 
(sleeping sickness) and other 
diseases are being spread from 
country to country, and from 
continent to continent by migra 
tory birds, WHO regional ° of- 
fice here reports. 

This theory was broached at 
a veterinary public health meet- 
ing held recently in Tokyo un- 
der the sponsorship of the or- 

nization combined with the 
ood and Agriculture Organi- 
zation. 

The two organizations are, 
now coordinating efforts of of- 
nithologists, Zoologists, ento 
mologists and other specialists 
in veterinary and human health 
to discover how Japanese ence 
phalitis has appeared in India. 
Scientists have also discover- 
ec strains of both Japanese and 
Australian encephalitis in the 
Pacific islands. 

They believe that migratory 
birds, carrying infected ticks or 
having the virus in their blood, 
may be spreading the disease. 
Te prove this, a plan to study 
migration routes and to take 
blood specimens from birds and 


human beings in infected areas 
have been evolved.

GOLF SCHOOL 


Elbows Close to the Body 


“Flying elbows” can be 
disastrous to any golf swing. 
If you will observe the pro- 
fessional, or crack amateur 

fer, you will notice that as 

swings his elbows seem 
almost to brush against his 
body as he makes his back- 
swing. The arrows in today’s 
photograph point out how 
close I keep my elbows. This 
is the best way I know of to 
keep my elbows from fiying. 

“What,” you may ask, “does 
this do for the swing?” All 
in all, such elbow movement 
keeps the clubhead square to 
the line of flight at impact. 
If the elbows are allowed to 
move away from the bddy, 
the golfer is likely to set up 
a “cutting” motion with his 
swing. Usually this cut will 
go from the outside in and 
cause a slice.

1—Rejected a move to hold 
bobsled events at Lake Placid, 
N.Y., next year since they have 
been eliminated from the Feb- 
ruary Squaw Valley Games. 

2—Turned down a proposal to 
collect a three per cent tax on 
Olympic entrance tickets in or- 
der to finance operations of in- 
ternational sports association. 

3—Scheduled its next meeting 
for Feb. 13-17 next year at the 
War Memorial Opera House in 
San Francisco.

Additionally, American manu- 
facturers will for the first time 
get a share in the “global 
quotas” which the British im-

watches, 
Five other categories of 


American products remain on 
import quota but the quotas are 
increased, They are motor vehi- 
cles, dried fruit, fresh citrus, 
canned pineapples and some 
other types of canned fruit. 

A Board of Trade statement 
said: “The effect of these meas- 
ures will be a further substan- 
tial reduction in discrimination 
in the operation of our import 
controls against Canada, the 
United States and the rest of 
the dollar area. 

“Over the range of goods af- 
fected dollar imports will in 
future receive the same treat- 
ment as imports from western 
Europe—that is, in most cases, 
freedom from control.”

Gov’t Agencies Differ 
In Economic Outlook 


The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry yesterday es 
timated the annual rate of Ja- 
pan’s economic growth in fiscal 
1959 at 8.4 per cent in its latest 
forecast of the nation’s economic 
development during the year. 

The figure was approximately 
3 per cent higher than the esti- 
mate made by the Economic 
Planning Agency. 

EPA estimates the economic 
ee rate at 5.5 per cent. 

[TI and EPA estimates also 
differed on other aspects of the 
national economic development. 

The EPA estimate on the rate 


|of production increase for fiscal 


1959, published in April, 


was 
6.6 per cent against ’'s 104 
per cent. 

According to economic ob- 


servers, MITI officials even sup- 
port an estimate of 13-15 per 
cent. 

MITI offitials belieye that the 
recent increase in inventory in- 
vestments would prop up pro 
duction in the latter half of the 
current fiscal year. 

MITI also predicted that the 
mining and manufacturing in- 
dustries would expand by 13.2 
per cent against the EPA’s esti- 
mate of 6.1 per cent. 

MITI also estimated total 
investments in equipment at 
¥1,650,000 million, an increase 
of 6.1 per cent over fiscal 1958. 

Gross national expenditures 
during the current l year 
were estimated at ¥11,190,200 
million, an increases of 9.7 per 
cent over the preceding fiscal 
year. 

MITI also estimated that Ja- 
pan will have a favorable bal- 
ance of international payments 
amounting to $160 million in 
fiscal 1959. This was approxi- 
mately the same as the EPA es- 
timate. 

Meanwhile, the Finance Min- 
istry optimistically observed 
that there is no need for appre- 
hension over the future of 
Japan’s international account

The ministry is even crit- 
ical of the Bank of Japan’s per- 
sistent warning against a pos- 
sible deterioration of the na- 
tion’s external account. 

Ministry officials expect that 
with the world economy show- 
ing a fast recovery, Japan’s 
international account this year 
will witness a receipt excess of 
about $300 million.

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New Phase at Geneva 

The seven-point proposal for the reunification of the 
Berlin area presented to the foreign ministers conference at 
Geneva by U.S. Secretary of State Herter, although it 
might have no great effect upon the larger problem of 
the reunification of Germany, might. if adopted, be a step 
forward in the solution of some of the worst immediate 
tensions. The plan has its own intrinsic merits but will 
not please the Reds. 

One of the seven points is that at the time of the re- 
unification of Germany, whenever that might come about. 
Berlin would become the capital of reunited Germany. 
That is well for those who seek the reunification in-ac- 
cordance with basic ideas of representative self-govern- 
ment, but could not satisfy the East German Communists 
who want to preserve the entity of the territory now 
within their grasp and to establish Berlin as their own 
Capital. The Communist view is that Berlin should be 
the capital of just so much of Germany as will acknowledge 
‘Communist sway, and be content to follow Moscow’s over- 
all leadership. The gulf between the two conceptions is 
80 wide and deep that one sees small chance of it being 
bridged. 


Under the Herter plan, while awaiting the reunifica- 
tion of Germany, Berlin would be governed as a single 
entity by a council of 100 members chosen by universal 
suffrage. Communist candidates for such a body would, 
of course, have an equal chance for choice by the elec- 
torate as those of other persuasions, but this is not what 
the Reds want. The cry of the Communists is always for 
privilege—privilege for themselves as the one party en- 
titled to direct the government of city or state, and no doubt 
they take the view that if they participated in a govern- 
ing council for Berlin they would find the ground cut 
from under them in refusing to enter a reunified Germany 
on the basis of free elections. The proposal in fact is 

_ Similar to one that has already been mooted but rejected 
by Soviet Russia and the East German Red leaders. 


After the recess for the foreign ministers to attend 
the funeral of Mr. Dulles, it seems certain that they will 
return to Geneva for a phase of hard, secret bargaining 
if the way is to be cleared to a summit conference. 

At present, it must be admitted that prospects for a 
summit conference are dim and, it seems to us, they must 
remain so, unless the fundamental obstacles to an agree- 
ment that we have mentioned can be overcome. 

Mr. Gromyko, of course, has not yet told the world 
what elements in the Western powers’ package plan he 
said he found “constructive” and “negotiable;” it would 
be good to know, although we fear they are minor points. 

If the two sides could only draw up a list of proposals 
and viewpoints on which they could find mutual agree- 
ment, such a list might be made the basis for some posi- 
tive achievement. | 

Meanwhile, Moscow has called on the Western powers 
to halt the nuclear arming of European nations now that 
the Geneva talks are under way. . 

In’ notes handed to the American and West German 
ambassadors in Moscow, the Russians repeated their pro- 
tests against the establishment of rockét and nuclear bases 
on NATO territories and declared that continuation of this 

icy would be particularly unfortunate now that the 
oreign ministers were engaged in negotiations. The note 
to the United States was reported to have stressed Soviet 
objections against West Germany being provided with 
nuclear weapons. 


Two points about this immediately strike us. We 
have yet to learn that the holding of the Geneva confer- 
ence has in any way induced Moscow to make any reduc: 
tions in its own armaments while Western measures are 
purely defensive. And in the present advanced condition 
of military science, we fear that nuclear weapons cannot 
be ruled out for any efficient defense force. This may 
seem a sorrowful matter to many, but actually it renders 
it all the more necessary for the nations to keep the peace, 
and consequently to reach an agreement that will positively 
rule out any recourse to war. Nuclear weapons in the 
hands of Soviet Russia’s neighbors could only be dangerous 
to Russia if she provoked an armed conflict by undertaking 
Communist expansion by violent means. 

It seems to us that if the foreign ministers confer- 
ence has achieved nothing else, it has shown clearly enough 
that it is the Soviet side that must make concessions— 
and rather large concessions—if it really desires an easing 
of international tensions and a settlement of European 
problems. 

Whether the phase of private talks into which we 
appear to be about to enter at Geneva will result in any- 
thing of the sort remains to be seen. Meanwhile, it is 
hardly reasonable to ask the Free World to reduce its 
defenses—defenses it has been compelled to build up be- 
cause of threats of Communist expansionism.

Views of the World — 


Geneva Conference Continues to Be Topic of Speculation, Analysis 


Geneva was the cynosure 
again last week, and the col- 
umnists unleashed an absolute 
barrage of analysis, speculation 
and advocacy as the foreign 
ministers’ conference tottered 
through its second week. 

The Eastern and Western 
packages; the possibility of an 
“Interim” agreement on Berlin; 
the U.S. position of “no sum- 
mit under duress”; and the 
chances of an “a dation” 
on the banning of nuclear 
weapons testing: these were a 
few of the aspects of the pro- 
ceedings that exercized the 
commentators. 


Packages and Loose Ends 

With the formal negotiating 
packages on the table, the So- 
viet proposals were widely 
viewed as a crusty reiteration 
of old positions and the West- 
ern formula as offering conces- 
sions in an effort to induce seri- 
ous negotiations. But neither 
plan was seen as having a 
chance of acceptance, or even 
of serious discussion, in _ its 
over-all form. 

David Lawrence, in his 
syndicated column, hailed the 
West's package for Berlin, Ger- 
many, and European security 
but said it was not a “take-it-or- 
leave-it” proposition which 
could not be altered in its 
details by honest negotiation. 
Its basic principle is unalter- 
able, however, and that is that 
“Germany can be reunited and 
the city of Berlin can be a 
‘united city’ but only if the 
heavy hand of totalitarianism is 
lifted and the people are 
permitted to choose their own 
form of government.” 


For some time the Western 
position had been that frée all- 
German elections were the 
necessary prelude to any re- 
unity steps. But the new 
formula would first bring. East 
and: West Germany together for 
the job of setting up a unified 
system of government and 
electoral machinery to be sub- 
mitted to a vote within two and 
half years. 


East-West tension over Berlin 
becomes secondary, since the 
city would automatically be- 
come the capital of unified Ger- 
many free to chart its own 
course. The nation could then 
join NATO or the Warsaw Pact, 
or choose neutrality. 


It is important for the West 
to stand firm on this plan, for to

the enslaved people behind the 
Iron Curtain it is more than a 
ray of hope. “It is the symbol 
of earnest desire not to sur- 
render to the will of the tyrant 
but to hold the banner of free- 
dom and free elections.

James Reston, in the New 
York Times, was not surprised 
by the Soviet’s outright .rejec- 
tion of the Western plan, since 
neither side went to Gereva 
with the hope that the other 
would accept its formula. Gen- 
eva “was called to avoid a So- 
viet ultimatum to force a settle- 
ment in Berlin on Moscow's 
terms by May 27.” Gromyko 
is clearly trying to break open 
the Western package and con- 
fine discussion to the elements 
that interest the Soviet Union, 
such as European security, Ber- 
lin, and an all-German commit- 
tee. 


“Mr. Gromyko has flatly, un- 
equivocally, and even scornful- 
ly rejected the West's plan—as 
Secretary of State Herter has 
rejected his—but he has not 
shut out all the light,” and at 
least “it is not the rocket-toss- 
ing language of a few months 
ago.” . 

Reston noted that, besides 
the formal Geneva talks, there 
was the conference of the villas, 
in which the foreign ministers 
are discussing problems infor- 
mally at the dinner table. The 
formal conference is what a 
French diplomat called “an ex-

House of Representatives — 
The total number of eligible 
voters in the electoral district 
divided by, the seats allocated to 
the district and multiplied by 
¥7. 


House of Councillors, Nation- 
al constituency—The total num- 
ber of eligible voters divided 

the fixed number of Upper 

ouse members running from 

a national constituency and mul- 
tiplied by ¥2.65. 


House of Councillors, local 
constituency—The total num- 
ber of eligible voters in the 
electoral district divided by the 
number of allocated seats and 
multiplied by 1.75. (2.65 


when the allocated number of 


seats is two or over.) 


The legal election campaign 
funds of the heads and mem- 


bers of local. public organiza- 
tions are computed by dividing 
the number of eligible voters 
tm the electoral district the 
number of seats alloca and 
multiplying the result the 
eum prescribed by the elec- 
tion management committee, 

The sums thus obtained are 
the maximum allowed by law 
as campaign expenses. 

However, in reality, a candi- 
date usually spends anywhere 
from 20 to 100 times the pre- 
scribed sum. And the amount 
spent is increasing with each 
election. 

It is being said that a candl- 
date running from the nation- 
a. constituency has a fairly 

chance of being elected 
in the coming Upper House 
elections if he tters ¥50 mil- 
lion. With only ¥30 million, 
so the rumors go, he won’t have 
much of a chance.

House candidate running from 
a national constituency is ¥2,- 
905,800. 

Even in the last elections of 
members of prefectural assem- 
blies, it is said that each can- 
didate spent an average of ¥5 
million. ; 

The Public Office Election 
Lew limits the amount of elec- 
tion funds, but scarcely any 
candidates obey this ruling. 

The majority of them are 
making liberal use of money .to 
win. 

Another reason is that not a 
few persons make use of the 
elections as a publicity stunt. 

Article 92 of the Public Office 
Election Law provides that a 
eertain amount of money be de- 
posited with the election man- 


agement commission for run- 


ning in the election, 

The amount stipulated in the 
law is ¥100,000 for the House 
of Representatives, 100,000 
and 200,000 for the local and 
national constituencies of the 
House of Councillors, 20,000 
for prefectural assemblies, 
¥100,000 for prefectural gover- 
nors, ¥35,000 for city mayors 
and 10,000 for city assembly- 
men. These are, so to speak, 
the minimum election funds 
required. 


The Election Management 
Commission allows the use of 
an automobile or a ship, a loud- 
speaker and 8,000 posters for 
those running in the Lower 
House and Upper House (local 
constituency) and gubernatorial 
elections, three automobiles or 
an equal number of ships, three 
loud speakers and 50,000 posters 
for the Upper House (national 
constituency) elections, an au- 
tomobile or a ship, a loud speak- 
er and 3,000 posters for mayor- 
alty election, an automobile or 
a ship, a loudspeaker and 800 
posters for city asseriblymen. 

Moreover, the commission 
grants free of charge 15,000 
postcafds and 15 tickets for 
various types of vehicles, in- 
cluding the National Railways 
trains and privately operated 
buses, to candidates for the 
Lower House, Upper House 
(local constituency), guberna- 
torial and mayoralty elections. 

To candidates for the Upper 
House (national constituency) 
election, 60,000 postcards, 15 
—— tickets and 30 one-way 

ational Railways tickets for 
any destination will be granted 
free of charge and to candidates 
for prefectural and municipal 
assemblymen 3,000 postcards. 

Therefore, candidates run- 
ning for the Lower and Upper 
House (local constituencies) 


elections and having their de- 


posits forfeited with the votes 
cast for them failing to reach 
the legally prescribed number, 
they will get ¥75,000 for post- 
cards given free of charge. 
When the 15 tickets granted 
free of charge are taken into 
consideration, they will get more 
than ¥100,000 or well over a 
one ll cee ge : of money for- 
et y the election manage- 
ment commission. 

For these candidates, the 
mere chante of listing their 
names among election candi- 
dates seems to pay off in extend- 
ing their business activities. 
Often, such candidates receive 
not a little money from candi- 
dates fighting a_ similariy 
chanceless election by with- 
drawing their candidacy toward 
the end of the campaign period. 

Officials of the Autonomy 
Agency say that cases of elec- 
tion law violations have been 
on the increase because offend- 
ers ‘can obtain parole in many 
cases by paying only a very 
small amount of bail money to 
law enforcement authorities. 

They hope that severer pun- 
ishments will be meted out to 
violators of election regulations. 


prestige of the .East German 
state and create the impression 
that the West is accepting the 
partition. 


“The task of the Westerners 
has been to prevent the coming 
negotiations about Berlin from 
taking place with all the world 
assuming that the idea of re- 
unification has been scuttled.” 

The West knows, too, that its 
package is not going to win out 
and that Germany will not be 
reunited in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. But the West is right in 
insisting that nothing be done 
to “(italics) preclude (end ita- 
lics) the idea of eventual re- 
unification.” When this is estab- 
lished, the prelude will be over 
and it will be time to negotiate 
about Berlin. 


As a surrounded island in the 
Communist land-ocean, the posi- 
tion of West Berlin is notorious- 
ly weak and can only be de- 
fended by the threat of nuclear 
war. This threat cannot pre- 
vent continual harassment, how- 
ever, so the West will miss the 
bus if it does not negotiate a 
new statute for Berlin, “one 
which spells out its rights of ac- 
cess and reaffirms its right to a 
military presence in West Ber- 
lin”, and to which the Eastern 
bloc formally commits itself. 
“Moreover, it should be our ob- 
ject to get an agreement on Ber- 
lin before the Soviet Union 
makes a separate peace treaty 
with East Germany.” 


Motive and Prospects 


The commentators discerned, 
lurking beneath the formal con- 
ference tables of Geneva, a 
variety of motives and machi- 
nations, portents and prospects. 


Cc. L. Sulzberger, in the New 
York Times, thought Khrush- 
chev may be trying at Geneva 
to find “out whether the U.S. 
would accept a deal dividing 
the world into political spheres 
of interest. The Soviet leader 
needs East Germany’s produc- 
tion and considers reunification 
impossible under present condi- 
ions. Moreover, he is uncon- 
vinced of the sincerity of the 
Western desire for German 
unity, especially among the 
French and British. Not realiz- 
ing that “American diplomatic 
habits and internal political 
realities make it impossible for 
us to carve up the map,” and 
quite sure of our views and sus- 
pecting differences between our- 
selves and our partners, he clear- 
ly wishes to probe at this Geneva 
meeting for the basis of this 
kind of understanding.” 

If Khrushchev cannot get a 
formal agreement on the division 
of Europe, he might inquire 
whether we would accept mili- 
tary neutralization of Germany 
in return for unification. But 
the U.S., said Sulzberger, should 
not even toy with this idea, 
since Bonn has _ supported 
NATO, and “if we deserted 
Adenauer he would a 
be replaced by a coalitfon ready 
to make terms with Moscow at 
our expense.” 


Furthermore, if Germany 
were to be neutralized, a chain 
reaction of neutralism could 
spread throughout Western Eu- 
rope. “We must insist on Ger- 
man reunification as a policy. 
And we cannot afford to pay for 
such wnification in terms of 
German neutrality.” 


Joseph Alsop, in his syn- 
dicated column, observed that 
after Khrushchev’s H-bomb rat- 
tling Gromyko’s smiles are be- 
ing regarded as solid conces- 
sion by some in the West. The 
menaces have had their effect, 
and the British discomfiture 
over their vulnerability to at- 
tack has greatly influenced 
their policy in tke Berlin cri- 
sis. Although the smiles will 
not achieve Western abandon- 
ment of Free Berlin, the So- 
viets will get important bene- 
fits for their East German pup- 
pets and gain a summit meet- 
ing. “It is a very nice trick 
indeed, to get so much for so 
little, by the simple device of 
bellowing menaces and then 
putting on a false grin.” 


The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, said Aisop, brought on 
the Berlin crisis by failing to 
maintain the nuclear advantage, 
and worse crisis can be expect- 
ed if the military balance is al- 
lowed to deteriorate further. 
“The plain truth is that their 
form of society gives the 5So- 
viets certain important negoti- 
ating advantages, such as the 
freedom to use military men- 
aces almost at will. If the 
Western nations must also 
come to the negotiating table 
without real confidence in their 
own strength, then the Western 
cause will be doomed in the 
end.” |

Neglected Palace 
Grounds 


To the Editor: 

Some time ago, I had occasion 
to visit parts of the interior of 
the Imperial Palace grounds, I 
was surprised and saddened at 
the run-down condition of the 
lawns and installations of a 
beautiful and unique landmark 
of this capital. Upon inquiry, I 
was told that the budget allow- 
ed the Impefial Household 
Agency was insufficient to main- 
tain the palace grounds in digni- 
ty and good order. 

The present neglect contrasts 
vividly with the reverence 
shown toward the Imperial 
Palace in former times. As a 
long-time foreign resident. of 
this country, may I be excused 
if, despite its excesses, I prefer 
the sentiments of a more heroic 
age. .At any rate, I believe that 
as long as the emperor system 
exists, it is up to the Japanese 
nation to maintain its dignity. 

Deliberations are now taking 
place on what to do with the 
palace grounds. Sentiment 
apart, can Tokyo really afford 
to remove the grounds which 
check the increasing air pollu- 
tion over the inner‘city? It has 
been suggested to leave a part 
of the palace grounds as a park, 
but this should deceive nobody. 
The city authorities have in the 
past shown little resistance to 
encroachments on parks by 
buildings, as witness conditions 
in Shiba “park” and Hibiya 
Park. Both have lost all sem- 
blance to parks which are sup- 
posed to function as “lungs” of 
a city. 

The authorities, about to 
make a decision on the palace 


grounds, must assume a great| 


responsibility. What should be 
the future landmark of Tokyo: 
the palace which has given birth 
to this capital or the cheap and 
commercialized imitation of the 
Eiffel tower?
